(4) Resoived, that at the 1920 con- 
vention nominations of officers be 
made at the first session from the 
floor of the assembly; that each 
member be presented with ballots 
nnd that these be received up to a 


specified time determined by the éx- | 


ecutive, and that the executive ..be 
fnuthorized “to make such provisions 
fg are necessary to carry on the elec- 
tion. (Carried,) 

(5) That the department of educa- 
tion be urged to consider the advis- 
ability of publishing a bulletin of 
geographical {Information and current 
events adapted to the use of the vari- 
ous grades in the public schools and 
that this be supplemented on regular 
bulletins each term. (Carried.) 

(6) That the membership fee for 
next year remain as at present— 
$1.00. (Carried.) This was the only 
resolution that called forth any dis- 
cussion, one or two isolated members 
being in favor of retaining the for- 
mer fee of 50c. This sufcestion, along 
with an amendment that the fee be 
left to the discretion of the executive, 
was hopelessly outvoted, G. D. Mise- 
ner evidently hitting the keynote of 
the entire convention when he stated 
that if the convention was worth 
anything at all, it was surely worth 
$1.00. 

The program committee did not 
present its report, but suggested that 
its members meet with the general 
executive when the program for next 
year came up for discussion, This 
suggestion met with the hearty ap- 
proval of the convention. 

Officers Elected 

The nomination committee report- 
ed that they had decided to allow 
the convention to make its own se- 
lections from the floor. This was 
then done, the following officers for 
1919-1920 being selected, in each 
case unanimously. Honorary presi- 
dent, Hon, Geo. P. Smith, minister of 
education; president, H. C. Newland, 
B.A., vice-president Alberta Teach- 
ers’ Alliance; first vice-president, W. 
D, Benn, of the Edmonton Separate 
schools; second vice-president. Miss 
Walker; third vice-president, Charles 
King. The following members were 
elected to act as chairmen of the vari- 
ous sections: High school, Mr. Mise- 
ner; senior public school, Mr. Todd; 
intermediate public school, Miss Sin- 
clair; primary, Miss Spackman; rural, 
Miss Hall, J, P. Page, B.A., who has 
acted as secretary for the past seven 
years, will again act in this capacity. 

The secretary presented a detailed 
report on the proposed scheme of 
pooling railway fares, by which the 
cost of the railway fares of all out- 
side teachers would be shared 
equally by the members of the asso- 
ciation. The figures submitted show- 
ed that over $600 had been paid by 
those outside teachers who presented 
standard certificates, while the secre- 
tary estimated that the fares of those 
who did not hand in_ certificates 
would amount to another $300. As 
there were approximately 600 regis- 
trations, this would mean a pool rate 
of about $1.60 for each member in

ONCE AGAIN

MAKE RECORD 


Teams Return Subscription to the 
Victory Loan Amounting 
to $143,700 


There was an outstanding mark of 
@reat satisfaction in evidence on the 
faces of the victory loan workers on 
Friday night, when it was finally 
learned that no less than $143,000 was 
the gratifying sum representing the 
total number of 384 subscriptions that 
Was accomplished for the day's work. 
This grand figure disinherits all other 
record days that have been previously 
talked about since the opening of the 
campaign, and the amount shows an 
increase of $57,000 over the corres- 
ponding day in the 1918-drive. 

Captain J. W. Tipton’s team has 
again broken the record of a day's 
work, as well as showing the largest 
results of any one day's work brought 
in by a single team in any of the pre- 
vious victory loan drives. The total 
amount of subscriptions for Captain 
Tipton’s team on Friday was 122, 
which represents an amount of $45,- 
500. Prank Dallison is marked next 
on the honor lst with a total of col- 
lections amotnting to $17,560 for the 
day. 

Over and above the $143,700 brought 
in by the ten teams on Friday, there 


are special subscriptions which total| 


$160,000. This amount is made up as 
follows: H. M. E. Evans, $65,000; 
Metropolitan Life, $60,000 and Massey- 
Harris company, $25,000. The Ed- 
monton Journal was successful in 
winning the 100 per cent. honor flag. 
Up to date Edmonton has subscribed 
$2,139,800. This includes $500,000 
from the sinking fund of the city,

AUTO DRIVER 


Russell Smith Exonerated by the 


Coroner’s Jury Regarding 
Boy’s Death 


A very strong recommendation was 
made on Friday night by the coroner's 
jury which was empanelled to enquire 
{nto the cause that led up to the death 
of five-year-old Gordon Russell King, 
who met his death while sliding near 
the Alex. Taylor school early Friday 
afternoon, when an auto truck ran 
over his body. 

At the inquest held in McCoppen’s 
undertaking parlors Friday night, the 
jury returned the following verdict: 

“We find that Gordon Russell King 
met his death on the hill on Ottawa 
avenue, at 1.30 p.m. an Friday, by 
being run over by a motor truck owned 
by the Swift Canadian company, and 
operated by Russell R. Smith. We, 
the jury, are of the firm opinion that 
no blame is attributed to the driver of 
the truck. We therefore recommend 
that a strong representation be made 
to the city council, and advise them, 
that this hill on which the accident 
happened, is a public danger. We 
further recommend, first, that the 
said hill be put into condition to make 
it safe, and second, that suitable fa- 
cllities be provided for the children 
of this city for sliding and toboggan- 
Ing, and until such provision is made, 
steps be taken to prevent any children 
from using this hill.” 

In passing his own personal views 
on the. case;-Coroner Dr. Hatry Smith 
said: “I consider that the liability in 
this particular case is on the part of 
the city, insofar as they had not’ made 
any provision under which the chil- 
dren could enjoy their sliding in safe- 
ty.” Coroner Smith, when charging 
the jury, was most emphatic in ad- 
vising the jury to bring in the verdict 
that they did, along with their recom- 
mendation, : 

Dr. J. E. Amyot was the first wit- 
ness called, and told the jury that the 
boy’s right lung had been crushed and 
broken, his left lung somewhat con- 
gested, as well as his ribs being frae- 
tured. Dr. J. A. Neff, who was as- 
sociated with Dr, Amyot in conduct- 
ing the autopsy, stated that the injury 
to the boy's right lung, was no doubt 
the cause of his death. 

Two little girls, one aged eight and 
the other aged nine, who were playing 
on the hill at the time of the accident, 
testified as to the approximate speed 
the truck was travelling down the hill. 
Both the little girls were quite certain 
that the auto was going at such a 
low rate of speed that it would not be 
diffigult for them to keep in line with 
even by walking. 

Detective John Watson, of the city 
police department, was the next wit- 
ness calied, and he explained to the 
jury, the different measurements he 
had made around the scene of the 


accident. He stated that the slide in 
question was about fifteen feet in 
length, and was very steep; almost 


perpendicular. He further mentioned 
that the distance from the spot where 
the boy was run over to where the 
truck finally came to a halt, was 
twenty-eight feet, remarking that, 
from his measurements he figured the 
truck was travelling about five miles 
an hour at the time, Witness said 
that the driver did well in bringing 
his truck to a halt at such a short dis- 
tance, and also, if he had have made 
a swerve to one side in order to steer 
clear of the boy, that the truck would 
no doubt have toppled over the steep 
embankment at the road-side. These 
last two statements were corroborated 
by Detective Smith, who also studied 
the scene of the accident.

OTTAWA, Nov. 7.—The report of 
the special committee. on soldiers’ civil 
re-establishment, embodying amend- 
ments to the act, was adopted by the 
house today and the bill based thereon 
put through all its stages and made 
ready for the senate. An amendment 
by Hon, W. L. Mackenzie King, to 
refer the report back to the commitee, | 
was defeated by 100 to 35, a govern-| 
ment majority of 65. 

Major Andrews, of Centre Winnipeg, 
had previously withdrawn his amend- 
ment to send the report back to the 
committee with instructions to accept 
the G.W.V.A., plan of re-establishment, 
and this withdrawal removed any 
chance of a close or adverse vote on 
the motion of J. A. Calder for the 
adoption of the report. 

Sir George Foster reiterated Mr. 
Calder’s warning of yesterday, that If 
the houge wanted to grant uny general 
plan of cash gratuities there must be 
some other government to carry out 
the wishes. 

Hon. J. A. Calder, speaking later in 
the day, said that while that was the 
attitude of the government, it did not 
mean that the door would be locked 
and bolted.

Cannot Accopt Responsibility for 
Running Power Plant Under 
Present Arrangements 


“It is impossible for me to attempt 
to give a solution of the power house 


situation,” remarked Commissioner 
Ormsby, when interviewed on the sub- 
ject on Friday afternoon. ‘There are 
80 many angles to the matter and out- 
side influences nt work, that I cannot 
get to the bottom of the business.” 

The contention contained in Com- 
missioner Ormsby's further remarks 
was that the situation was being ag- 
gravated by those who were not inter- 
ested in the plant running in a reliable 
manner under the present regime. 

“You were appointed manager of 

the power house,” was the question 
asked the commissioner, “Do you take 
any personal responsibility as mana- 
ger and a commissioner in the con- 
tinued running of the plant; that fs, 
do you consider any blame rests upon 
you if a breakdown occurs? Also in 
repairs being carried out, done with- 
out a minute’s delay?” 
; “No,” said Commissioner Ormsby, 
‘the responsibility of the power house 
must not bo saddled upon me, for 
these reasons: I was appointed mana- i 
ger pro tem only, and my hanés are 
absolutely tied. As commissioner I 
cannot spend more than $500 without 
going to council for permission. The 
appointment I received does not take 
me anywhere.” 

“Then how far do you consider your 
responsibility goes?” 

“I was just appointed as temporary 
manager to look after things until) the 
utilities committee had defined a policy 
to place before council for the working 
of the power house. The whole thing 


“Both the local committee appoint- 
to go over the plant and the Cal- 
Bary experts say that provided the 
proper repairs are made, and with 
care, the plant should be kept run- 
ning; are you of the same opinion?" 

“I am of opinion,” answered the 
commissioner, ‘that under present 
conditions trouble {s likely to arise 
due to the overload the units have to 
carry.” 


“As superintendent of the electric | 


light department, you were responsible 
for the reports sent to council on the 
state of the machinery at the power 


ance company?" was asked. 

“Yes,” said Commissioner Ormsby, 
“the reports were sent in monthly, and 
could have been seen, but they were 
usually filed away.” 

“Did you report on the m 
being in a bad state?" was t 
question. 

“It is difficult for those not con- 
versant with machinery to understand. 
When Inspected the machinery was in 
fair operating condition,” was the re- 
ply. 

The commissioner added that in 
1918 he reported on the necessity fer 
additional machinery at the plant. 

He further stated that the unit or- 
dered in 1914 shonld never have been

countermanded, as it would now have’ 


been here just when needed. If his 
reports were turned up it would be 
seen that he had pointed out the In- 
creasing load proved the necessity of 
providing additional machinery. 

“Can the plant go along with the 
repairs being carried out now?” 

“Yes, but council will have to pass 
an appropriation for new machinery 
and to supplement what we have at 
the power house, right away. A new 
unit is wanted of from 6,000 to 7,500 
k.w., which might cost about $275,000. 
Also there are required automatic 
stokers for the boilers to replace the 
present hand-feed boilers, a boiler 
feed pump and heater. There is need- 
ed an increase in the coal-handling 
equipment, and also in the ash-hand- 
ling equipment. We are now working 
on the spur tracks. Additional boiler 
capacity is necessary and altogether 
the cost might come to some $300,- 
000." 

‘Are the employees at the power 
house loyal?” 

“That is a difficult question to an- 
| swer. I cannot be at the power house 
personally to see them working. I 
have every confidence in Mr. Cope.”

Friday the 
second and final day of the twenty- 
second annua! convention of the Nor- 
thern Albertn Teachers’ association

Professor W. W. Swanson, M.A., 
Ph.D., occupant of the chair of poli- 

ij tical economy at Saskatchewan Unil- 
versity, was the first speaker of the 
morning, taking for his subject ‘De- 
mocracy and Education,” He opened 
by referring to the imposing, stately 
sacred bu'ldings of the old world, 
These, he said, were constructed ‘n an 
age when bulldimg construction pre- 
sented almosst insurmountable diffi- 
culties, They were not the product 
or the result of one man's endeavor, 
but represent!ng the combined effort 
of a multitude. He hoped that the 
teachers gathered before him would 
unite in their efforts to achleve great 
th ngs and that ‘n ages to come, gen- 
erations yet unborn would look back 
on th's generation and call it blessed. 
Dr. Swanson suggested that 
might be tsolated cases where teach- 
ers did not anniv themselves to their 
work, or take a proper interest In it, 
wth the result that little of value was 
accomplished.

Ra'iways andi 
resources were the hands and fee 
of the body politic of Canada. With 
out them, or if they were allowed t 
waste away, Canada would auffer 
and the returned men would be the 4 
first sufferers.

It dtd not shut the door tn 
the face of any needy or disabled 
men. Neiher did it say that a fit 
man should be left to suffer his own 
misfortunes.

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Second Instalment of Story 
of Riel Rebellion Tells of 
Death of Leader, Louis Rie] 


The second and concluding instal- 
ment of William J. Carter's most in- 
teresting reminiscences, relating 
cellent deta!! e rring 
during the period of the Riel rebellion, 
is as follows: 

Pind Newitt Alive, 

During the night of the false alarn 
William Drain, Thomas Sanderson 
and T. Eastwood Jackson started out 
to Dueck Lake with two teams to bring 
back the bodies of the dead men who 
were left on the fleld after the figar. 
Upon errival at Duck Lake they found 
that the bodies had tbeen carried into 
one of the small Indian houses by a 
eurveyor named Ashley, an ex-~potice- 
man named Harry Ross, and Tomo- 
kins of the Indian farm, These men 
had been taken prisoners a few days 
previously, and had ked permission 
of Riel, the privil of collecting 
these bodies so that they would not 
be mutilated by dogs or wolves ls 
permission was granted, but no 
sistance was offered by the ha 
breeds. The task was not an esy 
one as the snow was very deep wito 
a siight crust not sufficiently strony 
enough to carry a man's weight. 

When these teams arrived at Duck 
fake they discovered (that Charles 
Newltt, one of the men ‘eft on tha 
field, twas still alive, and suffering 
from an injured leg. One of his hands 
was also badly smashed and he was 4 - 
lowed to be taken away along with the 
dead men. Newitt, afterwards told 
the story of how he, along with Alex 
Fisher, whose leg had heen broken 
by a rifle bullet, wag crawling on tho 

jwerusted enow towards the sleighs 
'T avas at this time Fisher was shot 
{ through the head, the bullet ent+r- 
}“ng his ear, and causing instant death 
This gave Newitt such a shock that 
he fainted. When he recovered con- 
‘sciousness an Indian started into 
him with the butt of his rifle 
rhile trying to protect his (New- 
ti e had all the fingers on one 
thand broken. A certain half-breed 


‘Don’t 


\who knew this young fellow stopped 
ithe Indian from killing him, and when 
he recovered consciousness the second 
time quite a large crowd was standing 


around him. Newitt then asked to! 


lbe taken to some house, as he feit 
lvery sick. He was advised that Riel's 
porngission ‘would have to be first 
granted, to whom a messenger was im- 
mediately sent, A few minutes later 
Riel arrived with a horse and jump- 
ler. He told Newitt that the Lord had 
jdelivered him into his hands, and that 
he was going to take good care of 
him, He then had Newitt taken to a 
house at Duck Lake, where he was 
rendered the best attention that they 
in their rude way could give, as there 
was no medical man amongst them 
He was later taken to Prince Albert 
where he had his hand and leg attend- 
ed to by a doctor, and after his re- 
covery, with ‘the exception of a few 
crocked fingers, was soon as well av 
ever again, and was granted a pension 
by the dominion government.

been allowed to take any part in tho 
campaign after the fight at Wuc« 
Lake, 

Col, Irvine was a good officer wit? 
a fine record of service, and had a 
very efficient staff of officers and mea 
who could, under any circumstances 
have given a good account of them. 
selves. It t# believed by many, tfn- 
cluding his own officers, that with 
the force of police he had, combine4 
with the local, volunteer companies 
he could have settled the rebellion 
without any outside assistance. For 
reasons that may never be fully ex- 
plained, he made no attempt to do 80. 

After a short delay at Prince Al- 
bert, General Middleton’s force was 
taken by a boat to Battleford where 
Colonel Otter had been for some time, 
engaged with the Indians under Chiefs 
pitts» tive theta Heaton oy 
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Bie Bear and Pound-maker. Th» 
Indians put up a good fight at Cut 
Kniie Creek, but with the collapse of 
the rebels at Batoohe, this campaign 
against the Indians soon came to a 
close, and moat of Middleton's force 
returned to the east by boat to Win- 
nipeg via Grand Rapids. 
Chicf Big Bear, 

A great many stories have ber 
jwritten about the capture of Chie! 
Big Bear, and the great numbery of 
eastern volunteers that carried home 
his rifles with them, These consisied 
of sorts of old trade guns, and a few 
jshort Winchester buffalo rifles with 
the stocks ornamented A et ‘orass 
tacks driven in them. These were 
elaborately described in their herne. 
town papers, as cach tack representod 
a scalp taken by the old warrior. As 
|@ matter of fact none of the easte'! 
imen ever saw Big Bear, and no one 
loan claim any credit for capturing 
‘him, for after nearly all the volunteers 
had gone home, the old chief walked 
into what was left of Fort Carleton, 
at which place the mounted polive 
had again established a post. He wax 
recognized by one of the police and 
‘taken prisoner, along with a small 
boy who accompanied him, both being 
barefooted. The two were taken to 
Prince Albert where they arrived th» 
following “norning. The old chief 
looked sick and old, with none of the 
dangerouy qualities which were credit- 
ed to him by the entire preag of tho 
country, 

Riel was captured near Batoohe by 
three (Prince Albert men, namely: 
Bob Armstrong, Harry Diehl and big 
Tom Hourie, the latter being a soa

Ricl’s Death. 

Riel was taken direct from Batoche 
ito Reg'na where he was tried before 
Judge Richardson for treason. He was 
convicted and sentenced to death, his 
execution taking place on Novemboa: 
)16th of that year, From the time of 
jhis sentence to that of his death, 4e 
‘epent a @reat deal of his time writing. 
but as far as is known, little or any 
lof this was ever published, and was 
most likely destroyed. From the time 
of his sentence until his executton, 
{Riel was constantly attended by Rev. 
Father Andre, a former parish priest 
at Duck Lake, and later at Prince 
Albera. 

Honore Jaxon,

as a half-breed, and claimed that ne 
| was born somewhere along the Inte-- 
national boundary, and did not know 
whether he was a Canadian of an 
|American. His real name was Wil- 
liam Henry Jackson, and both hia 
parents were English. He was bor 
in’ Ontario, and educated at the uni 
versity of Toronto, Since that time 
he has always been known as Honore 
Jaxon, and was on the platform with 
jthe notabdilities of the United States 
at the opening of the world's fair 
at Chicago fn 1892-8. Ho was !> 
charge of the Indian exhibit of Indlan 
curios during the entire exhibition. 
About ten years ago he returned tu 
the west, and took part in the gettle- 
ment of some of the coal strikes in 
the Crow's Nest Pass, and also at 
Calgary He was later a candidate 
for One of the constituencies of 
Saskatchewan, but was defeated. At 
the time of the laying of the cornes: 
stone of the Alberta parliament 
buildings, he was in Edmonton as a 
special representative of the Saska- 
toon Phoenix, but returned to Chiaago 
a vhort time later. 

In many ways Jaxon was a very 
clever man, was widely informed in 
all classes of literature and philosophy 
both ancient and modern. His mem- 
ory of everyth!ng ho had ever heard 
or read about was almost uncanny 
in its thoroughness. In the earlier 
part of the Riel ag'tation he took 
a very active part In all their de- 
liberations, but later, according to 
his own statement, was later in great 
danger of his life. When Batoche 
was captured he was found fn the 
cellar amongst the other white pris- 
oners, and later taken to 1fgina for 
trial, 

In McCrea's history of the west, 
published a few years ago, thero is 
an interesting picture of a group of 
these prisoners handcuffed together 
in pairs. One of these is described as 
Toussaint Luc'er who was reputed to 
be ‘the strongest man In the north- 
wem. The man shown tn the nicture 
looks someth'ng like Tourraint Luc'er 
but it certainly was not he, as he 
came to Prince Albert at the begin- 
ning of hostilities, and served as : 


volunteer dur'ng the entire two 
months of the campaign. He took 
his share of every duty as a member 
of one of the volunteer companies, 
and his loyalty was never questioned 
by any of h's wide circle of friends 
among the white population. 

An amusing story is told of the 
trin to Reeina with these rebel 
prisoners. The mounted euard sent 
alone with them by Col, Irvine, con- 
gisted mostly of Prince Albert volunt- 
eers, who were without any uniforms 
Among these was Bill Drain, a noted 
scout and despatch r'der, and James 
A. Fraser, at present living in Fd- 
monton. When they arrived at Hum- 
bolt which had been kept as a sort

where all telegraph mes | 
sages were received and sent from, 
and was also varrisoned by a com- 
pany of Ottawa footeuards, the of- 
flcers in charee of this company 
proudly announced that he and his 
men were in charge of the prisoners 
from thet time on, but fortur®tely for 
him, the old euard was allowed to 
cont'nue on. These aristocrats of the 
Canadian militia were not vefy sea- 
soned horsemen. and {tn a few hours 
found {it necemmry to ret Into the 
wagons along with the prisoners, lead- 
ine their horses behind, This «m- 
nhas'ges the soundness of Lord Kit- 
chener’s judgement, and was fully 
demonstrated on th!s occasion, that

Canadian Refiner Relieves 
New York's Sugar Shortage 
With Huge Consignment 


New York, Nov. 7.—R. H. McLean, secretary and treas- 
urer of the St. Lawrence Sugar Refineries of Canada, which a 
few days ago offered for sale at an excessive price 2,240,000 
‘pounds of sugar on ships in the harbor, called upon Food Ad- 
Binistrator Arthur Williams on Thursday, and expressed his 
egret at the complications caused by his firm’s offer, accord- 
ing to the New York World. 

Mr. McLean, who on Wednesday put this sugar on the 
market at a fair price, added 280,000 pounds to his offer on 
Thursday. The price set by the sugar equalization board will 
be about 11 cents a pound, Mr. Williams said. The St. Lawr- 
ence refinery recently sold a large quantity of sugar to a local 
manufacturer at a price in excess of the equalization board's 
quotation, Mr. Williams stated. A refund of $5,000 will be 
made to the manufacturer, who is to turn the money over to 
the Red Cross. The sugar shortage will end within a week or 
ten days.

Italian Question,

Russia and Turkey. 


It now seems generally agreed that 
the Supreme Council cannot take any 
definite action looking to the settle- 
ment of the future of Russia and Tur- 
key, but the opinion ts held that a 
apecial conference will be called later 
to dispose of the Turkish question. 

The Bulgarian Treaty probably will 
be signed in a few days and it is be- 
lieved that if the European powers 
represented in the Supreme Counc'l 
cannot harmonize their differencsas 
over the Roumanian situation, the 
Council can shortly recognize a goy- 
ernment in Hungary and negotiate a 
treaty with it. But whether these 
questions are dispoged of or not, the 
Peace Conference will come to an end 
before January 1st at ithe latest.

NICHOLAS YUDENITCH 


General Nicholas Yudenitch first 
came into the world limelight at the 
close of 1914, At that time he was 
one of the commanders of the army 
of the Caucasus under Grand Duke
